Body of Mrs. W. B. Smith Found 
Off Shore From Residence 
Near Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 9.—The body of Mrs. 
Walter B. Smith, society leader and 
daughter of Hiram R. McCuljough, vice- 
President of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern Railroad, and daughter-in-law of 
Byron lL. Smith, millionaire president 
““sthe Northern Trust Co., and grand- 
A ter of Maryin Hughitt, former 

dent of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, was found in Lake Michigan, near 
City Park, Lake Forrest. A rope was 
xnotted around the woman’s neck and 
on the beach was a small mound of 
Sand decorated with flowers. The Cor- 
oner’s jury returned an open verdict of 
drowning. One of the jurymen said the 
ease indicated suicide. Walter B. Smith, 
the husband, doubts the suicide the- 
ory 


"My wife was cruelly murdered. She 
was absolutely the most normal person 
I ever knew and could not have com- 
mitted suicide. In no sense was she of 
the type of woman to make away with 
herself. Then, too, there was not a 
cloud in her life. She was supremely 
happy and took a happy. woman’s view 
of life,” Smith said. 
Police Doubt Murder Theory. 

The police maintain there is nothing 
about the mystery to uphold a murder 
theory, but admit they know nothing 
which will unravel the case, They 
advance the theory the woman tied the 
fope about her neck and at\empted to 
Weight herself down in the water. Sev- 
eral persons told detectives they saw 
& women answering the description of 
Mrs. Smith wandering strangely along 
the shore. 

For nearly three hours mystery 
shrouded the identity of Mrs. Smith. 
She was richly dressed, but wore noth- 
ing by which the police could disclose 
her identity. Finally Miss Mary Wen- 
ban was taken to the morgue and iden- 


' tifled the body. 


Members of the Smith family asserted 
they know of no solution for the case. 
She was declared to have left her resi- 
dence in Lake Forest shortly after noon 
yesterday, saying she intended walking 
through the park. Later she was seen 
to enter the postoffice. 
nothing was seen or heard of her until 
her body was taken from Lake Michi- 
gan: 

Walter B. Smith, her husband, its sec- 
retary of the Chicago Commercial Club, 
and a member of the Union League 
Club, University Club, Saddle and Cycle 
Club, Chicago Athletic Association and 
Onwentsia Club. 

When the body was found it was 
warm, leading the police to believe it 
was sighted within half an hour after 
life was extinct. On the shore, sur- 
rounded by footprints made by a wom- 
an’s shoe, was the mound of sand, 
shaped like a grave. There was alsv 
the woman’s hat and a pair of gloves. 

“We have absolutely no idea as to 
what caused the tragedy,” said Byron 
Il.

All a'ong until 
last Friday President Wilson and 
Secretary Bryan thought they saw 
light ahead. They were sanguine 
that Huerta would not be a candidate 
in the elections and that once Huerta 
was eliminated the Constitutionalists 
would agree to lay down their arms 
and work for peace. 

Trying to Put huerta in Race. 


Saturday this belief was jolted by 
dispatches, official and press, which 
indicated that there was nothing 
certain about Huerta’s not being a 
candidate, the hub of the plans of 
the United States Government had 
for restoring peace in Mexico. These 
dispatches indicated clearly that the 
followers of Huerta, backed by the 
Mexican press, which is controlled 
by the de facto government, are doing 
everything to forward the candidacy 
of Gen. Huerta. . 

The visit to Mexico City of Gen. Tre- 
vino is a mystery. He is an old man, 
too old, it is argued, to perform any 
kind of military service. He is not re- 


garded as a diplomatist. To the ques- 


tion, “What is he in Mexico , City br?’ 
comes the one answer, “To be the tool 
of Huerta.” It is feared here that 
Trevino is to succeed Gen. Blanquet 
Ministér of War and that Blanquet is 
to gd to the front and take command of 
all the Federal troops. Trevino is to 
fill the wax portfollio for a while and 
then is to succeed Senor Gamboa as 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, it is re- 
ported. 

According to the line of reasoning 
here, as soon as Trevino becomes Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, Huerta will 
resign the presidency. Under the ,.Mex- 
ican constitution, Trevino will succeed 
him. Huerta then will be appointed 
Minister of War and be eligible to make 
the race for President. He also, in 
that position, will control the army, the 
adjunct necessary to hold the elections 
according to the Huerta schedule. 

President Not se Optimistic. 

President Wilson and Secretary Bryan 
are aware of this line of reasoning in 
both official and diplomatie circles in 
Mexico. It is certain they do not think 
the situation is so optimistic as it was 
a few days ago. What has further 
tended to complicate the situation is the 
coming of Manuel Zamacona, former 
Mexican Ambassador to the United 
States.

IN BILL AS REMEDY 
OF CURRENCY EVILS 


Measure, Which Would “Correct 
Long-Standing”’ Defects,’’ Is 
Reported to House, 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—The admin- 


istration currency reform bill, as ap- 
proved by the Democratic caucus, was 
reported to the House today from the 
Committee on Banking and Currency 
by Chairman Glass. A voluminous re- 
port, including a lengthy technical dis- 
cussion of the theory of the bill, ac- 


companied the measure, setting forth 
the views of the Democrats on the com- 
mittee. 

Representative Hays of California pre- 
sented a report from the Republicans 
criticizing the measure and proposing 
various admendments. 

The majority declared that the bill 
“is intended to bring about the neces- 
sary changes in the present banking and 
currency system of the United States 
and.to correct long-standing evils that 
have had a slow and deep-rooted 
growth. It is aimed at the rectification 
of the essential defects of the present 
system, although it does not seek to 
make all the innovations that might, 
from an ideal standpoint, be deemed de- 
sirable.” 

Based on Fundamental Principles. 

Reviewing the arguments against the 
s0-calléd Aldrich plan outlined by the 
National Monetary Commission and 
against all central bank plans suggested, 


} the report said: 


“After looking over the whole ground 
and after examining the various sugges- 
tions for legislation, the Committee on 
Banking and Currency is firmly of the 
opinion that any effective legislation on 
banking must incluie the following 
fundamental elements which it considers 
indispensable in any measure likely to 
prove satisfactory to the country: 

“Creation of a joint mechanism for 
the extension of credit to the banks 
which aga sound assets and which 
desire to liquidate them for the pur- 
pose of meeting legitimate commer- 
cial, agricultural and industrial de- 
mands on the part of their clientele. 

‘Ultimate retirement of the pres- 
ent bond-secured currency, with suit- 
able provision for the fulfillment of 
Government obligations to bondhold- 
ers, coupled with the creation of a 
satisfactory flexible currency to take 
its place. 

“Provisions for better extension of 
American banking facilities in for- 
eign countries, to the end that our 
trade abroad may be enlarged and 
that American business men in for- 
eign countries may obtain the accom- 
modations they require in the con- 
duct of their operation. 

“Beyond the cardinal and simple prop- 
ositions, the committee has not deemed 
it wise at this time to make any réecom- 
mendations, save that in a few particu- 
lars it has suggested the amendment 
of existing provisions in the National 
Bank Act, with a view to strengthening 
that measure at points where experi- 
ence has shown the necessity of altera- 
tion.” 

Great Reserve of Funds, 

Crediting the present financial system 
with chief responsibility for the various 
panics of the past half century, the re- 
port sets forth that, under the proposed 
law, the Federal reserve banks to be 
created under the bill would provide 
available at least $550,000,000 of reserves 
in cash. 

“This,’’ said the report, ‘‘would ereate 
a reservoir of liquid funds far surpass- 
ing anything of similar kind ever avail- 
able in this county heretofore. It would 
compare favorably with the resources 
possessed by Government banking in- 
stitutions abrgad,”’ a: 

The committee reviewed the bill sec- 
tion by section setting forth at great 
length the probable operation and re- 
sults of the law. 

In their minority report on the bill, 
the Republicans of the committee point- 
ed out what they held to be the weak- 
nesses of the measure. They said they 
found the Democrats of the committee 
‘so bound by their caucus action that 
they could not consider améndments to 
the bill, which, if adopted would have 
eliminated its ‘unsound and questionable 
provisions.” 

Political Advantage Feared. 

They suggested that the provisions 
compelling national banks to subscribe 
for the capital stock of the Federal re- 
serve banks on pain of forfeiture of 
their charters was ‘‘of doubtful consti- 
tutionality and wholly unnecessary and 
inexpedient.” 

If the plan of the bill is a good one, 
they said, the banks would gladly par- 
ticipate; if not, should the banks refuse 
tc enter the system, “all business would 
be disastrously affected.” 

The Republicans declared that the pro- 
vision making the new Federal reserve 
netes “obligations of the United States” 
practically creates a central bank. 

They urged that the powers of the 
Federal reserve board were too great 
and that “there is great danger, as the 
bill is now drawn, that the banking busi- 
ness of the country may be used for par- 
tisan political advantage.”’ 

The Progressive views of the currency 
question were set forth in a report on 
the Glass bill filed several days ago by 
Representative Lindbergh of Minnesota, 
the Progressive member of the commit- 
tee.

Boston 
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Harvard Oarsmen Disgusted 
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With Chaowing Manners 
Century Stars May Quit 


“Never, Anywhere I Have Competed, Have I Encoun- 


_tered Such Unsportsmanlike Opponents,” Declares 
R. M. Nelson, After Sunday’s Race on River. 


NLESS radical changes are made in the conditions under which special 
races are rowed on the Mississippi River, at least two oarsmen of na- 


tional reputation and probably at least one club in the local harbor will 


The oarsmen are R. M. Nelson and 
G. M. Pinney Jr., both former members 
of Harvard varsity crews, and the club 
is the Century Boat Club. The St. Louis 
Rowing Club, too, objects strenuously 
to the manner in which races on the 
Mississippi are handled and, in particu- 
lar, to the decision which deprived the 
Century Club’s four of victory in the 
Busch cup race, Sunday. 


A protest of the referee’s decision 
by the Century Boat Club is contem- 
plated on the following grounds: 

(1) That the race was rowed 
after six o'clock, against the ar- 
ticles of agreement, which say 
the race must be rowed between 
3 and 6 p. m. 

(2) That the re-row was not 
according to the articles, in that 
no locked start was used. 

(3) That the Mound City crew 
finished outside the stake boat. 

(4) What the Mound City No. 1 
crew was out of position through- 
out, having changed piaces with 
Mound City No. 2 crew, which 

\arew a better “water.” 

In this race the Century Boat Club, 
although six lengths clear of its field 
at the time of a foul between the Mound 
City first crew and the Centrals, both 
boats of which weré well over toward 
the East Side and not near the leaders, 
was compelled to row over a race it won 
easily. The foul took place early in the 
race, near the McKinley Bridge. Not- 
withstanding the Century crew was in 
no way involved, the referee was in- 
duced to throw out the victory of the 
green and white and order the race re- 
rowed. 

Say Referee Was Bulldozed. 

That the referee was “bulldozed” in- 
to this decision was the opinion ex- 
pressed by Nelson of the Century crew, 
who has rowed in many important 
events during his college and subse- 
quent career. 

“The referee expressed the opinion, 
immediately after the finish of the first 
race, that the Century Crew had won 
the race. But he didn’t figure on what 
was coming to him. When he arrived at 
the clubhouse he was surrounded by a 
howling mob of Mound City men who 
browbeat him and bullied and cursed 
until they induced him to change. 

“Never in my life have I listened to 
such language as that which greeted 
the Century crew on its return form the 
first, finish to the dressing room. It 
was enough to drive every decent man 
off the river. 

“I understand that these wrangles oc- 
cur after every race. If that’s the 
case Pinney and I have about decided 
to take our ball out. I’ve played foot-

Gus Goessling, who collapsed tn the sec 
ond race and aided the downfall of the 
Centurys in the re-row. of the event, has 
several times asked the Southwestern Row- 
ing Club to take up the matter of hand- 
ling these special events, but his requosts 
have so? far been ignored. Goessling will 
again bring up the matter at the South- 
western’s next meeting. With the South- 
western Association In charge, much of the 
wrangling and near-fights could be avoided, 
oarsmen believe. 

The St. Louis Rowing Club, whieh eom- 
peted in the first race for the Busch evp, 
declined to take part in the re-row of the 
event, contending that the Century Club 
crew had fairly won the race and was «n- 
titled to the trophy.

The Mound City Club, of whose treatment 
the former Harvard star complains, is be- 
ing coached by Instructor Brown, assistant 
to James Wray at Harvard.

Pacts in several different series printed ‘by the 
Post-Dispatch show that a well established sys- 
tem of bribery under which municipal privileges 
grere sold for money existed in the Hast St. 
Louis City Oouncil. One ex-Alderman, Joseph 
Vransier, has confessed his share in these crim- 
{nal transactions. Persons having official rela- 
tions to the city have been parties to lucrative 
city contracts, contrary to explicit law. Inaccu- 
gate and defective records present so insufficient 
a history of city finance as to create a presump- 
tion that the confused system of accounting must 
bave been somebody’s opportunity for graft.

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WASTING TIME AND MONEY.

THIRD MAINE’S ELECTION. 

As a result of the spécial election in the Third 
Maine District, a vacancy caused by the death of 
a Republican member of Congress will be filled 
by a Republican. The Democratic nominee polled 
only 139 fewer votes than Mr. Wilson polled last 
November. The successful Republican nominee 
polled 7947 more votes than Mr. Taft, but 2115 
fewer than Forest Goodwin, the Republican Con- 
gressman chosen last year. The vote of the 
Progressive nominee was 6849 less than Mr.

The national interest in the special election 
was based on an assumption that the Progres- 
sives might hold a substantial part of the strength 
shown on the presidential ticket, there being no 
Progressive candidate for Congress in the district 
in 1912. The slump in that strength indicates 
that the retreat from Armageddon begun during 
divers: state elections last spring still continues 
and is of formidable proportions. 
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PUBLIC OWNERSHIP AT WASHINGTON. 

Hardly more than five years ago, Representa- 
tive Robert Crosser’s bill for the public owner- 
ship of Washington’s traction lines would have 
been regarded as a freak measure evidencing a 
curious misapplication of energy. It might have 
been received with derision. Now it will com- 
mand respéctful, interested attention even from 
those who look upon its principle as unsound.

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ST. LOUIS LOOKING FORWARD. 


By Frank Putnam. 

‘My dear,” said the young man as his good 
right arm encircled that which good right arms 
have always most delighted to encircle, “I am 
going to kiss you.” 

“Billy,’ she. replied, “you’re a dreamer.” 

“No, indeed, honey,” said Billy, “I"m a 
prophet.” 

Prophecy is not: always as simple a matter 
as it was in’ Billy’s case, yet it is not difficult, 
after studying St. Louis closely for several 
months, and applying here the test of principles 
which control city growth throughout the world, 
to foresee that this city is on the eve of a big 
forward movement. The deadlock which native 
scns tell me has held back the town for many 
years is about to be broken. First off, it is my 
judgment the bridge bonds ere going to carry 
by more than the necessary two-thirds majority 
—if the Municipal Assembly doesn’t make the 
terms intolerable to the voters’ sense of justice 
in one way or another; and the men at city hall, 
‘t seems to me, ought to.be able to derive enough 
wisdom from the three past beatings given this 
project to put it before the people in acceptable 
form. 

Following the voting of bridge bonds, prob- 
ably within 18 months, city bonds will be voted 
for numerous big public improvements, and spe- 
cial improvement districts created for others. 

The sewer system’s needs, running well above 
$5,000,000, may be partly met by bond issue, or 
it may be possible to carry this item in special 
sewer benefit districts, assessing the cost against 
benefited property owners to be paid in three 
annual installments. During the 10 years last 
past the sewer equipment of the Harlem and 
Maline valleys, at one end of the city, and of the 
Rock Creek and Glaise creek valleys, at the 
other end, has been enlarged nearly to comple- 
tion. 

The large sewerage tasks to be undertaken 
next are the creation of additional drainage for 
the central section of the city, in and on either 
side of Mill Creek valley, and the solving of 
drainage for the Des Peres River's watershed. 
It is estimated equipment of the main sewer in 
the Mill Creek district must be doubled in order 
to carry off the heavy rainfall quickly enough 
to prevent flooding of streets and private prop- 
erty. ::When early main sewers were laid down 
most (of the streets were not paved. This having 
since been done, the flow-off of water is so much 
more rapid that sewers originally built to drain 
the watershed are no longer able to do it effi- 
ciently. ‘The Mayor and the Board of Public 
Improvements have worked out a plan for a spe- 
cial sewer district with something over 100,000 
inhabitants to pay the $2,000,000 estimated cost of 
this work by special assessments. 

The. Des Peres watershed problem !s more 
Only one-third of the watershed ts 
within the city limits. Two-thirds, roughly esti- 
mated, lies out in the county. Wanting a metro- 
politan district authority, such as controls im- 
provements of this kind in Boston and Suffolk 
County, Mass., to apportion the cost of joint under- 
takings between city and county, St. Louis must 
ask the Legislature for a special act creating a 
joint city and county drainage improvement dis- 
trict. Mr.- Moreno, sewer commissioner, is under- 
stood to be working out a plan of this kind. It 
ought to be possible to find funds for these big 
sewer undertakings by the special assessment 
method, leaving -the city’s bond-issuing margin 
for needed betterments which cannot be so. ob- 
tained. 

More playgrounds will be opened and equipped; 
more public bathing pools built in the larger 
parks. The city water service will be extended. 
The proposed traffic parkway along Market 
street from Twelfth to Grand will be provided 
for, either by bond issue, or, more wisely if it be 
possible, by the creation of a special improvement 
district. If such a district for the traffic park- 
way cannot be created under the existing charter, 
better let the parkway plan rest until the new 


charter shall be adopted, placing parks on a par | 


with streets and sewers in this respect. The 
maine of the parkway as proposed would in- 
crease the market: value of adjacent and near-by 
property to an amount many times larger than 
the cost of the improvement. This being true, 
why should not the surrounding property, absorb- 
ing this benefit, pay: for the betterment? Kan- 
sas City has worked out her park and boulevard 
problem on this basis, with general satisfacticn. 
Old World cities have long been doing it. 

St. Louis, it seems to me, is right now making 
up her mind that under a new and liberating char- 
ter she will move up into line with the world’s 
most progressive cities in all respects. Most 
important of the great events of St. Lous’ near 
future (though it may not be recognized at the 
moment as 2 great event), will be the adoption 
by the city gecvernment of a City Plan. That 
event will mark the passing of the hit-or-miss, 
haphazard, private-profit-seeking, Suesswork era 
in the private and public development of this 
comunity. 

In that day it will be idle for anybody to argue 
against public ownership of street railways, gas 
and electric plants and all other public utilities, 
on the ground that “really it isn’t done in the 
best circles, you know,” or upon the ground that 
the people can’t trust their city government to 
manage affairs which city governments are 
elected and paid to manage. Because public 
ownership will have been provided for—pros- 
pectively at least—in the City Plan, and the 
campaign for the,City Plan will have taught 
everybody that city ownership and operatiun cf 
revenue producing utilities is decidedly good 
form in the very best municipal circles; that, 
indeed, private ownership of such utilities and 
private absorption of the profits thereof, stamp 
the city in which {ft fs tolerated as a-jay ‘own. 
Even gang ridden Chicago has gone more than 
half-way toward public ownership—ani_ the 
fighting spirit which carried Chicago so far for- 
ward explains better than anything else why 
Chicago has s6 far outgrown St. Louis, a city 
with a better location but a more docile Aisposi- 
tion. It doesn't pay to be too docile in this werld.

There were about 1200 employed in the 
building, most of them being girls and 
women. On the ground floor was a 
saloon and a dirty restaurant; on the 
next floor a paint shop, forming a splen- 
did place to start a big fire. The floors 
above were occupied as clothing estab- 
lishments. There were no fire extin- 
guishers. I found a few pails with no 
water in them. 

The floor were crowded with machines 
so close together that the women 
touched each other as they worked. At 
the rear I found the pressing-table with 
the old-fashioned heating stove for 
the irons placed hard up against the 
wooden partitions. I found that many 
of the doors opened inward, that tne 
stairs were narrow, and, in some cases, 

tocked up with boxes and goods. 


This first building that I officially 


inspected, I think, was the worst one 
I have yet seen, although conditions 
in many of the new so-called loft build- 
ings are by no means as they should be.

Economists usually reckon 
the cians industrial era as begin- 
ning with the application of steam to 
manufactures and the introduction of 
the factory system. Mr. Walling ar- 
sues that the big-scale application of 
steam to transportation—which is 
really only 40 or 50 years old— 
brought in another revolution even 
more important than that which be- 
gan in the eighteenth century. 

Perhaps ancther revolution, 
wrought by the flying machine, is 
about to begin. It is certainly true. 
at any rate, that in many respects 
the world has moved farther in the 
last century than it did in the pre- 
ceding 20; and the pace seems to be 
accelerating. Both economically and 
politically, any precedent 50 years old 
needs very careful consideration be- 
fore it is* accepted as applicable to 
present conditions.—Saturday Even- 
ing Post, Philadelphia.

Comes to St. Louis to Declare 
“Everything Didn’t Go,” 
During Carnival. 


Dupo, Ti, although officially denying 
that its slogan is “everything des,’ 
Proudly admits that it delivered the 


goods to those who attended its three- 
day earnival in anticipation of a lidless 
time. 

Just before the carnival was’ opened 
someone inserted an advertisement in 
St. Loufs papers for concessions, and 
used the name of Mayor J. L. Burnett. 
The “ad” set forth that “everything 
goes” in Dupo. Editorial writers and 
paragraphers saw the ‘‘ad,’”’ and had fun 
at the expense of Dupo. 

So Mayor Burnett came to St. Louis 
to teH that he does not intend to stand 
by and see the fair name of Dupo be- 
smirched without making a defense. He 
owns the finest saloon in Dupo, he says, 
and as the town helped him build a good 
reputation, he'll be dadblamed if he’s 
going to allow the town to be trifled 
with. 

Mayor Owns the Park. 

In the first place, Mayor Burnett 
says, Dupo is entitled to serious consid- 
eration because it has the largest rail- 
road yards in the West. The Iron Moun- 
‘tain does most of its switching there, 
and a big percentage of the 1200 inhab- 
itants are railroad men. 

Second, the Mayor owns the park 
where the carnival -was held, and while 
there was a big time, the police force of 
Dupo was on hand in his carnival un- 
iform to see that things did not get 
bad. 

Everything was tolerated so far as 
real pleasure was concerned, says the 
Mayor, but he does not want the im- 
pression to get out that “everything 
goes,”’ as applied to Dupo, means what 
it-does in larger communities where the 
phrase is associated with ideas of or- 
gies. 

The cabaret furnished by the Dupo 
quartet was well received, although 
“Snooky odkums’’ was not on the pro- 
gram. Alexander’s Band was the near- 
est approach to recklessness that was 
rendered. 

There was no gambling beyond the 
regular Dupo game of candy wheel. This 
is a game in which the speculator pur- 
chases numbered paddles and runs a 
risk of winning a bag of gum drops. 

Latest Dances Barred. 

And as to the dancing. It was not 
necessary to place any restrictions on 
that pastime, because the people of Dupo 
do not care to indulge in the bunny hug, 
Texas Tommy, tango or the bear cat 
rag.. The schottische, lanciers, waltz, 
two-step and barn dance are good 
enough for Dupo, and the carnivalites 
danced them to their heart’s content. 

And the Dupo baseball team won two 
games from St. Louis teams. : 

The African dodger was a bit hit. The 
Humane Society of Dupo permitted that 
feature to go on after satisfying itself 
no one could possibly hit the dodger ex- 
cept on his head where it cquid not hurt. 

Everything at the carnival went fine, 
but Mayor Burnett does not want peo- 
ple in other towns to think that every- 
thing went in such a manner that Supe, 
lost its respectability. 

Dupo is 10 miles south of the East St. 
Louis Relay Depot. The town: was 


founded 10 years ago, when the “Valiey”’ | 


Railroad, now the East Side Iron Moun- 
tain line, was first placed in operation. . 
The surrounding country had heen 
known, since the days of the French 
zettlers, as Prairie du Pot, and the name 
given to the town was a contraction of 
this.

A committee of coremakers: at the 
Commonwealth Steel Foundry in 
Granite City waited on Supet.

“Quo Vadis?’ now at the 3 

Theater there are two especially im- 
pressive scenes of genuine dramatic 
power and pictorial charm, several 
others of lesser, yet still memorable 
beauty, and much big and somewhat 
overstrained melodrama in action. 

The first of the two sincere photoplay 
“thrills’’ comes with the truly admirabls 
stage painting showing the Christian 
martyrs grouped in a huddled mass in 
the amphitheater, the lions emerging. 
one by one, through a trapdoor at 4 
distant point and grimly advancing to- 
ward their human prey. This difficult 
scene is undeniably gripping in shee: 
realism and mdy not easily be forgotter. 

The second great and truthful picture 
is that which shows the pagan dignity 
and poetic fitness of the self-chosen 
death of Petronius and Eunice, his slave- 
girl, at the banquet where, knowing 
that he has incurred the fatal displeas- 
ure of Nero, the Roman philosopher- 
exquisite bids a surgeon sever the artery 
in his wrist, Eunice instantly accom- 
panying him along the pathway out of 
life, the two dying, with smiling lips, 
to the accompaniment 6f joyous music 
and the scattering of flowers over their 
bodies by the guests whom Petronius bas 
assembled to witness his departure from 
earth. This scene is well grouped and 
finely played. 

Among other effectively conceived 
settings are those showing the vision 
of the Christ that comes to the 
Apostle Peter as he is fleeing from 
Rome, the preaching of Peter to the 
Christians at Ostranium, and one or 
two settings of the series of pictures 


showing the destruction of Rome, In — 


the main, however, this latter series 
fs) disappointing, the great oppor- 
tunities for pictorial majesty and the 
suggestion of cataclysmic disaster 
not being adequately utilised. 

There fre some dampening mo- 
ments, t >») in the amphitheater 
scenes, most notably those of the ap- 
pearance of Lygia bound to the bull's 
horns and the subsequent encounter 
between the gigantic slave Ursus and 
the bull, these being most unsatis- 
fyingly presented and so unconvinc- 
ing in realism as utterly to destroy 
their dramatic appeal. 

The gladiatorial scenes in the arena 
also are disappointing, and the repre- 
sentation of the lions devouring the 
Christians, immediately following the 
truly tense moment of the advance 
of these animals upon the praying 
group, is so entirely artificial that it 
would better be eliminated alto- 
gether. 

The best actor in the Itallan com- 
pany playing the play inte the films 
is Mr. A. Mastripietri In the role of 
Chilo Chilonides, a Greek soothsayer 
and one of Nero’s spies. The work 
of the company as a whole ig char- 
acterized by an unfailing and super- 
ficial touch of melodrama which does 
much to diminish the inherent state- 
liness and classic beauty of the story.
